‘“*T cannot but believe that the failure 
to provide adequate public libraries for 
all the people is merely an unbelievable 
oversight, or lack of understanding on 
the part of our public officials. Let us 
correct it without further delay.’’

‘‘The possibilities of the traveling 
branch are practically limitless. The ex- 
perimental model described is built in 
one of the smallest commercial house 
trailers ; it should be possible, at a small 
increase in cost, to transport collections 
of 3,000 or more volumes merely by se- 
lecting a larger trailer as the shell for 





the traveling branch. If this were done 
it would be perfectly feasible to include 
a small reference collection making the 
trailer entirely comparable to a small 
branch.’’ Ralph Shaw, librarian of the 
Gary, Ind., Public Library at the Small 
Libraries Round Table.

In discussing the types of books read 
by young people, Emma Gelders Sterne 
of Pelham, N. Y., addressing the Young 
People’s Reading Round Table, stated 
that they are reading more biography 
and less fiction than her generation did. 
‘‘For poets, their Tennyson is Edna St. 
Vincent Millay, for Browning, they sub- 
stitute Robinson Jeffers, Conrad Aiken 
and Carl Sandburg.’’

‘**Fiction chosen should pass those 
tests which make a novel of value. Is 
there development of character and is 
the portrayal vivid and real? Is the 
moral tone wholesome and has the style 
literary significance? It is not 
impossible to maintain a standard which 
provides for growth and yet will appeal 
to varied types of readers. It is essen- 
tial to keep in mind that a poor book 
may have its place, if it has leverage 
qualities and will serve to keep or rather 
start the young person with no back- 
ground It is not enough for a 
Public Library to have organized a 
young people’s room with a trained 
young people’s librarian and to have 
worked out the relationship of the young 
people’s work to other divisions of its 
own system. Would it not be an ad- 
mirable thing if the Young People’s 
Department could be the focusing point 
for the forees working with youth—the 
schools, the churches, the social agen- 
cies? Certainly, the library should know 
how these agencies are working for 
youth and develop some active connec- 
tion with them.’’ Annie §. Cutter, Di- 
rector of School Department at the 
Cleveland, Ohio, Public Library at the 
joint meeting of the Section for Library 
Work with Children, School Libraries 
Section, and Young People’s Reading 
Round Table. 

* * . 


Sarah B. Askew, of the New Jersey 
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Public Library Commission at Trenton, 
in addressing the County and Regional 
Libraries Section, said: ‘‘All library 
work in the future means planning not 
for one type of work, planning not that 
one type of work shall grow, but a close 
study of each district to see the type of 


work best suited to that district. The 
first aim of the county library is to see 
that every individual has fairly ready 
aecess to books, the second is to so build 
as to raise the standards for reading, to 
promote research.’’ 





Legislatures Aid Public Libraries 


More rapid public library develop- 
ment was ensured the state of Michigan 
when Governor Murphy on July 23 
signed an act appropriating $500,000 
annually in 1938-39 and thereafter for 
state aid to libraries, saying that this 
was ‘‘a discriminating way for the gov- 
ernment to spend money.”’ 

This appropriation is divided between 
an equalization fund for establishment 
of new library service and aid to libra- 
ries already in operation, with a small 
sum for administration by the state li- 
brary, which a companion act placed un- 
der a non-partisan board. Careful 
planning for allocation of funds will fill 
the interim year, according to the Gov- 
ernor. 

Three other state legislatures, in ses- 
sions recently ended, made biennial ap- 
propriations for state-wide public libra- 
ry development on a basis of a large 
unit of service as follows: 

Arkansas. Appropriation of $100,000 for the 
biennium — $35,400 for re-establishing the 
work of the state library commission and 
$64,600 for state air for books for county 
and regional libraries, to be distributed in 
accordance with regulations set by the 
library commission. 

Ohio. Appropriation of $150,000 for the bien- 
nium, for state aid to qualified public libra- 
ries for operating expenses and purchase and 
repair of books and periodicals, distribution 
to be made at the discretion of the state li- 
brary board. It is planned to continue large 
grants te one library per county, this library 
to aid weaker libraries in the county or ex- 
tend service to rural areas, and to make small 
direct grants to other libraries whose stand- 
ards justify it. Not more than $6,000 may 
be used for administration. 











Vermont. Appropriation of $25,000 for the bi- 
ennium, for development of regional library 
service, to coordinate the work of the small 
libraries, in addition to the regular appropria- 
tion. The same act set up a library commis- 
sion consisting of the commissioner of educa- 
tion and two persons appointed by the gov- 
ernor for eight-year terms, to replace the li- 
brary division of the department of educa- 
tion. 


Campaigns in several other states 
brought partial results at least, with 
hope for complete success in the next 
session : 


Idaho. The appropriation for the free travel- 
ing library commission was more than dou- 
bled—$28,000 as compared with $11,000—as 
a result of the state aid campaign, though 
the request of $50,000 for regional develop- 
ment was not granted. 


North Carolina. The state aid act was passed 
with the appropriation section cut out. This 
provides a framework for an appropriation 
request next year, however. The appropria- 
tion for the state library commission was in- 
creased from $32,090 to $40,545. 


Tennessee. An enabling act was passed creat- 
ing a division of libraries in the department 
of education to coordinate under a director 
all the library activities of the state. The 
appropriation for the director and for devel- 
opment of a system of regional libraries 
failed to carry, though $100,000 was apprc- 
priated for aid to school libraries, and the 
appropriation was renewed for the state li- 
brary, now a part of the new division. 


Washington. The appropriation for the state 
library was doubled—$35,900 for the bien- 
nium as compared with $17,800 though the 
governor vetoed the state aid appropriation 
of $400,000 on the ground of economy, after 
it had passed by large majorities in both 
houses. 


The Pennsylvania legisiature renewed the 
small appropriation for aid to county library 
establishment, which it has now made bienni- 
ally since 1931. New Jersey has also given 
financial aid to county libraries for some years 
as part of a program of state aid to public 
and school libraries. 


State aid bills failed to pass in Illinois, In- 
diana, Texas and West Virginia. The Texas 
senate was unanimous in its approval, but the 
bill was lost in conference. 


Increased appropriations for state library 
agencies have also been reported in Georgia 
($35,000 as compared with $18,000), in Ne- 
braska ($40,00 as compared with $25,000) and 
in Oregon ($105,715 as compared wis 
$94,596). The Oregon legislature also ap- 
proved a building for the state library.

Junior College Book Grants 


On the recommendation of the ad- 
visory group on junior college libraries, 
the Trustees of the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion have authorized book grants to 
three junior colleges in this state. 

The Burlington Junior College and 
Graceland College were given $3,000 
each and the Washington Junior Col- 
lege $1,500 for further development of 
the libraries through purchase of books 
for general reading. The amount is 
available in equal annual instalments 
over a period of three years, beginning 
1936-37. 

These junior college libraries were 
selected for grants because they met the 
conditions set up by the Corporation for 
such gifts.

New Hampshire Library Commission 
for a number of years as secretary, has 
recently become librarian of the Rut- 
land Regional Library to be opened in 
Rutland, Vermont.

Morse, who died May twenty-ninth last, 
the library is to receive $200. 


Ottumwa—tThe original of the series 
of twelve illustrations, ‘‘The immortal 
characters of literature’’ by Camera 
artist Legaren Hiller for the 1937 Mor- 
rell and Company calendar have been 
presented to the library. The library 
has also received a gift of $300 in cash 
to be used for the establishment of a 
Catholic book shelf in the library. 


New London—In 1935, by the will of 
Henry J. Nugen, the town was given 
$50,000 for a public library, not more 
than $10,000 to be put into a building 
and the balance to be invested for main- 
tenance. The executors have now spent 
$3,100 for building and furniture, and 
a board was appointed by the mayor 
consisting of Mrs. C. D. Rawhouser, 
Clara Kongable, Mrs. Albert Jericho, 
Mrs. Dewey Hess, and Helen Campbell.

Deaths 


Dr. M. B. Call, a trustee of the Greene 
Public Library, died during August. 
Dr. Call became a member of the li- 
brary board in 1932 and held several 
offices before he was made president 
in 1935, which office he held until the 
time of his death. 

He was active in all local and com- 
munity projects and much interested 
in the welfare of the library. 

Harriet Clark, librarian of the Gar- 
den Grove Public Library, died on 
August ninth. Miss Clark was elected 
librarian in 1933 and while having no 
library training her experience as a 
business woman had given her an un- 
derstanding of people. She loved her 
work and it was still on her mind after 
she was obliged to give it up. 

Mrs. Carl N. Owen, a member of the 
Marion library board passed away dur- 
ing June after a short illness. Mrs. 
Owen had been a member of the board 
since its organization and at the time 
of her death was the only charter mem- 
ber still serving. 

Her enthusiasm, good judgment and 
energy were helpful factors in develop- 
ing the library and her passing is re- 
garded as a great loss. 

Catherine Quigley, assistant in the 
Carroll Public Library, died on July 
twenty-fourth. Miss Quigley became 
an apprentice in the library on her 
graduation from the high school. Miss 
Stevens writes, ‘‘Her six years in the 
library were a pleasant association and 
I enjoyed training her.’’ 

Gladys Turner, librarian of East 
High School, Waterloo, died on August 
fifth in Finley Hospital, Dubuque, 
where she had recently undergone two 
operations. 

Miss Turner had been a member of 
the East Waterloo faculty since 1925. 
Later she was given charge of the 
High School Library which has been 
greatly expanded under her manage- 
ment. She was a graduate of the State 
University of Iowa and took her library 
training at the University of Minne- 
sota. 
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Harriet A. Wood, formerly state su 
pervisor of school libraries for Minne- 
sota, died at her home in St. Paul on 
June 16 last. 

Miss Wood was born in Michigan, 
attended public school there and gradu- 
ated from Vassar College. After two 
or three years of teaching she spent a 
year at the New York State Library 
School at Albany. Following her serv- 
ice as cataloger in the public libraries 
of Buffalo and Cincinnati, and in the 
University of Iowa Library, she became 
librarian of the Cedar Rapids Public 
Library in 1903 and later school libra- 
rian of the city and county system of 
Portland, Oregon. She was director of 
the Iowa Summer School in 1917. In 
1919 Miss Wood took the position of 
supervisor of school libraries in Minne- 
sota, which she held until this time. 

During her years of service she raised 
the standards of book selection and 
service in all schoo! libraries and li- 
brary lessons were added to the cur- 
riculum with the purpose of ‘‘training 
children in the use of libraries, to en- 
courage the habit of using the public 
libraries, and to awaken the joy of 
reading as well as supplying required 
material.’’ 

Miss Wood has spoken frequently in 
Iowa and is well known to Iowa libra- 
rians and school people who greatly 
regret her going.
